KNOWLEDGE DECIDE ON BEST APPROACH TO EFFECT THEIR RESUMPTION. 

TAF WORKING LEVEL IS ALLEGED TO HAVE INADVERTENTLY STARTED 
BALL ROLLING; SOME SEE FOREIGN OFFICE INVOLVEMENT; OTHERS 
BELIEVE KURTTEKIN, J-2, TGS IS BEHIND PRESENT TURKISH INTRANSIGENCE,

TGS INDICATED TO A|R ATTACHE AS EARLY 4 JUNE .1 960 THAT 
FLIGHT QUESTION MIGHT COME UP FOR REVIEW AT SOME FUTURE DATE. 
ALTHOUGH INFORMATION IS STILL INCOMPLETE, IT APPEARS LIKELY THAT 
JUNIOR TAF OPERATIONS OFFICER OVER TWO MONTHS AGO QUESTIONED 
WHETHER HE COULD CONTINUE AUTHORIZE SCIENTIFIC FLIGHTS ON HIS 
OWN AUTHORITY. THIS ACTION IS IN NORMAL POST-REVOLUTIONARY 
PATTERN IN WHICH, OFFICIALS, WORKING IN UNCERTAIN CONDITIONS,
